duction,

The new construction utilizes
a 2200 denier rayon instead of
the former 1100 denier type.
With. twice the number of fila-
ments thus twisted together, the
greater fabric strength enables
the industry to make a stronger
tire with fewer plies. By reduc-
ing the amount of rubber used,
heat generation, which is.a ma-
jor cause of tire breakdown, is
reduced materially. Rupture
spread and blow-outs are also
reduced to a minimum because
of the stronger construction.

In addition the new type cord
fabric paves the way to greater
truck tires production, accord-
ing to Miller, because fewer op-
erations are involved, and ma-
terials and component parts are
reduced,

“While the industry's expan:
sion programs primarily are
aimed at breaking production
bottlenecks, the added capacity
will be needed after the war
when delayed consumer demands
will keep factories going at top
speed,” Miller sald,
